No. | Topic Highlights
1. | Quality in ADHC e Inlight of the HCBS Rule requirements, a group of ADHC
Workgroup providers approached DHHS to discuss quality in Adult Day
Health Care services for the waiver programs.
e A workgroup comprising providers and DHHS staff was put
together to discuss issues as it relates to scope of service,
HCBS requirements, and common issues facing providers.
e This group will meet quarterly; one meeting has already
been held. The next meeting is June 19.
2. HASCI Waiver Renewal | e The Head and Spinal Cord Injury (HASCI) Waiver is up for

renewal and currently available for public notice and
comment. See the SCDHHS Waiver website for more
details (look under “Proposed Waiver Renewal”, HASCI
Renewal 2018 Update).

Technical changes were made to the waiver document
based on preliminary discussions with CMS. These changes
allow us to return to the previous approach of using
Nursing Facility and Intermediate Care Facility levels of
care, but still keep the newly expanded modification that
includes accepting people with brain injuries who have
two cognitive deficits. The services in the previous public
notice have not changed. The updated version is posted
on the website for public comment until June 25.

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3. Person-centered e Subcommittee work continues for this group on

Planning workgroup developing resources specifically aimed at waiver
participants, families and advocates

e Resource subcommittee: work continues on an optional
tool for waiver participants and families to assist with
advance planning for meeting with case managers. Web
resources are also under development.

e Training subcommittee: Developing a training/outreach
for waiver participants/families for education on what is
person-centered planning.

4. | Case Management e Conflict Free Case Management (CFCM): DHHS and DDSN

updates staff are working on gathering data to analyze provider
and service availability across the state. The next meeting
to continue work on this requirement is being scheduled.

e Waiver Case Management (WCM): This service is slated to
be implemented. The project team developed a charter
and a list of decisions that need to be made before moving
forward. DHHS Director will need to review and approve
timeline of implementation.

5. | DDSN Providers — e Dates have not yet been set for the next workshops, but
upcoming workshops they are getting narrowed down. Topics include
Compliance Action Plan process and Program Mitigation.
e DDSN has a draft of the CAP process and hopes to get it
out as soon as they can once revisions are complete.
e DDSN is also working on other training:
o DHEC will be doing a webinar on the intersection of
CRCF regulations and HCBS regulations
o Ann Dalton is working with CQL on a webinar to
provide more guidance on the issues of visitors
o Once all materials are finalized, DDSN will disseminate
information on when those will be held.
